Java  and  Sumatra  foi" 
wliieh  it  I'cceived  special  mention  in  ti:e  (les|tatehes  of 
the  ( '(tmmander  in  ( "hief. 

In  hSO.*).  when  Napoleon  was  me<litatinii'  the  in- 
vasion of  I*jii:land.  a  2n<l  liattalion  was  a<ldedtothe 
'S'Jth.  this  iJattalioii  appears  to  have  heen  empioye<l 
chieliy  <tn  liome  sei'vice  until  the  hreakinu'  out  of  the 
war  with  the  I'liiled  States  in  1S12.  when  it  was  eiii- 
harkiMl  foi"  North  Aniei'ica  ami  an'i\('(|  at  Halifax  on 
l-")th  ( )ctol>er.  of  that  year,  whei'e  it  remaine(l  in  uari'i- 
son  until  the  Spring  (»f  ISI:;  and  einhai-ked  for  (^)uehi  <• 
on  IDth  of  May.  Arriving  at  (,|uehec  on  the  "»th  .June, 
the  regiment  was  iimnediately  lande<l  and  pushed  on 
to  the  scene  of  hostilities  in  the  I'pper  Province. 
Marchiiiii' the -l(M)  miles  to  Kiiiiii'ston  in  nineteen  days. 
Here  the  Liuht  (omjtany  was  detached  for  service 
under  Major-(  leiiei'al  1  >e  Hottenher.ii',  at  that  time  en- 
camped near  Fort  ( le<H'_i:'c. where  the  enemy  had  retircfl 
after  the  affair  at  Stoney  ('reek.  This  company  had 
several  severe  eii.uap'ments  with  the  enemy  and  pai'ti- 
cularlv  distinuuislu'd  itself  at  P>lack  Ivock  on  oOth 
Decemher  and  at  the  River  Thames  on  the  4th  ^hirch. 
followiilii-.

niodore  (  Miauncev.  AlM»ut  1st  Nov.  (Jen'l  Wilkinson 
enil>arke<l  his  force  and  (Iroj)ped  down  tlieStJiawrence 
with  a  view  of  caj)turinj.r  Alontreal.  (Nd.  Morrison 
with  dv'tachnients  of  the  H'.lth  and  41)th,  and  twn() 
pounders  was  ordered  to  act  as  a  corps  of  ohservation, 
and  if  possihie  to  harass  the  rear  of  (len'l  Wilkinson's 
army:  receiving"  a  reinforcement  of  militia  and  one 
^un  while  en  route,  he  landed  his  force  of  800  men  at 
Point  lro(|Uois,  and  advancin«»-  rapi<lly  came  up  with 
a  division  of  the  enemy  consisting;  of  two  hriuades  of 
infantrv  and  a  reuiment  of  cavalrv-lK'tween  .'>,0()Oand 
and  4000  men. with  six  field  j)ieces-at  ( 'hrvslei''s  h'arm. 
Xotwithstandiuii' the  disparity  in  iiundM'rs  Col.  Mor- 
rison enpi<i'ed*he  enemy,  and  after  a  hotly  contested 
ti^ht,  drove  him  from  the  field  in  confusion.  With  a 
force  now  re<luced  toahout  ()20  rankan<l  file(  'ol.Mori'i- 
son  ajiain  pressed  forward  in  j)ursuit.  (len'l  Wilkinson 
di<l  not  await  his  conjin^-,  hut  on  the  morn in<;- of  the 
loth  ci'ossed  the  river  with  his  whole  force  and  retired 
within  his  own  tei'ritorv.  and  in  Fehruarv  destroved 
his  cam|»  and  ahandoned  the  expediti<ni. 


T.rNDv's  [.ANK  Jri.v  2.Vrn,  1814.— The 81)tli  was 
at  York  (now  Toronto)  when  tidinjis  came  that  Major- 
ileiieral  Brown  had  crosse<l  the  Niagara  with  an  army 
of  oOOO  men,  and  had  worste<l  ( Jen'l  Iliall  at  Chippawa. 
Sir  ( lordon  Drunnnond  at  once  ordered  forward  the 
8{)th,  who  sailed  on  the  24tli  and  arrived  oft'  Fort 
( ieorji'e  at  day  lijiht  on  the  morn inj;  of  the  25th,  were 
disem)>arke(l,and  marched  immediately  to  Queenston. 
After  a  short  halt  they  were  hastened  forward  to 
Lundy's  Lane,  where  Hiall  was  threatened  with  an 
attack.  The  8i)th  with  (leneral  Drunnnond  at  its 
head,  arrived  just  in  time  to  meet  the  first  advance  in 
foi-ce  (tf  the  enemv.  and  it  formed  the  St()rm  center  of 
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llic  coiilliri.  il>  ('(m.-^iiiciiMus  uiillMiitrv  tlii'nii^liinit  llii- 
sMiiiiiiiiiMry  t'iiuii,u'«'im'ii(  cjiii  lu'sl  he  (Icscriltcd  in  the 
\vni-(|s  (i|'(  Iciicnil    1  >i'iiimunii(l   ill  liis  olliciiil  (1('s|)mIcIi: 

"In  tlic  reiterated  ami  (Icterinincd  attacks  which  the 
'cncniN'  made  on  our  centre,  for  the  purpose  of  <,rainini^,'at 
'once, the  crest  of  the  position  and  our  i^uns,  the  steadiness 
"and  intrepi(ht\-  dispUtytd  hy  the  troo|)s  allotted  for  the 
"defence  of  that  post  were  never  surpassed  ;  they  consisted 
"of  the  2nd  l^attalion  89th  Ret^iinent,  coininandetl  h\' 
"I.ieutenant-Colonel  Morrison,  ami,  after  the  Lieutenant- 
"Colonel  had  been  obliged  to  retire  from  the  field  b)'  a 
"severe  wound,  by  Major  Cliffortl;  a  detachment  of  the 
"Royal  Scots  under  Lieutenant-Colonel  llemi)hill,  and  after 
"he  was  killed,  Lieutenant  I''razer;  a  detachment  of  the  .Sth 
"lor  Kint^'si  under  C!aptain  Campbell,  Li,tjht  Company  41st 
"Regiment  under  Captain  Glew,  with  some  detachments  of 
"Militia  under  Lieutenant-Colonel  Parry  103  Regiment, 
"'hese  troops  rei)eatedly,  when  hard  j)resscd  formetl  round 
"the  colours  of  the  S9th  Regiment,  and  invariabl>'  repulsed 
"the  desperate  efforts  made  against  thcmi.  On  the  rip;ht, 
"the  steadiness  ami  <;ood  countenance  of  the  1st  Battalion 
"Royal  Scots,  under  Lieutenant-('olonel  (jordon,  on  some 
"very  tryin<;  occasions,  e.xcited  my  admiration." 

At  Luiidy  s  Lniu' tlic  (S'Jtli  lost  accord  in  j.'"  to  tlic 
oMiciid  returns.  2  oiliccrs,  27  n(»n-c()nuuissi()nc<l  olliccrs 
and  men  kiMcd.  I']lcvcn  otViccrs  177  non-connnission- 
cd  otticci's  and  men  wounded.  Thirty-seven  non-coni- 
inissioned  oflicefs  and  men  missinii'.  A  total  of  2.14  oi" 
all  ranks. 

A  sketch  of'tlie  lOord  Tve^inieiit  will  he  pid»lislied 
on  another  occasion,  hut  iVom  the  ollicial  returns  we 
learn  that  its  losses  at  Lundy's  Lane  were:  (>  privates 
killed.  ( )ne  (►flicei*  and  4r)  uon-commissioned  ofticers 
and  men  wounded.  Three  officers  and  4  non-commis- 
sioned officers  and  men  missinu'.  A  total  of  (>()  of  all 
I'anks.
